This Jeft us the captain, 
the miate and three seamen. Hardly 
had the storm blown Stself out when 
something nbout the firebox gare out 
and we were obliged to let the fires go 
down in onler to find out what it was. 
We had sall cnough to keep steerage

Just before tho captain gare the or- 
der to put ont the fires [ notleed bim 
looking intently at un Island lying off 
our port bow aud heanl him tell the 
mate that he belleved It to be one 
from which on a previous voyage he 
had narrowly escaped with his Iife. 
Taving found the natives bent on plun- 
der and ready to strike any weak crew 
that came within thelr reach, he did 
not relist the Ken of pulting out the 
fires in that locality. 

Hovever. there was no choice In the 
matter, and when the Grebor bug cool- 
ed down ove of our number went into 
It for an examitfation. Unfortunately 
the wind was bluwing straight toward 
the island. L’resently we saw a num. 
ber of canoes coming out from the 
shore. The captain looked grave. Un- 
der sall we couldn't make four knots, 
and we were too few to defend vur- 
selves against the swarm of dusky 
men who were coming for us, The 
mate suggested that they were only 
coming out for trade or to bez and 
wouldn't harm us. The captain said 
bo knew better; they would munier us, 
take what they wanted and elther get 
the ship to the shore or sink her, 

The only chance there seemed to be 
for us was to hide, We all went down 
and got inte the firebox, where a man 
was working, and closed the door, The 
fateh fell and could be opencd only 
from the outside. But this didn’t trou- 
ble us, for the man who had been at 
work had his tools, and when we want- 
ed to get out It would be possible for 
him to bore a hole near the Jatch 60 
that [t could be lifted. . és 

The furnace room was pretty dar 
and since we all packed ourselres tp 
the far end of the firebox we were 
not likely to be seen except by a palr 
of first rate eyes. We waited In sus 
pense til] we heard men tramping 
nbout above. They must have been 
surpris! to find the vessel deserted, 
but delighted as well, considering that 
there wax much plunder for them, We 
heard them everywhere, evidently col- 
lecting what they wanted. The door 
of the firebox was opened twice, but 
whoever opencd it shut It again with- 
out taking the trouble to mako an ex- 
amination. 

The visitors remained on board till 
we began to feel the vessel rolling con- 
siderably; then the sounds suddenly 
ceased. Jt was evident that the sea 
Was getting rough, and they did not 
dare stay longer.

Before parliament met 
in January, his chief Senchmen were 
out, no consultation having previous- 
ly taken place, declaring.there would 
be no more extension, ben Sir 
Robert Borden went tb England, two 
of Sir Wilfrid's chief leutenants 
went to Western Canada, ostensibly 
to look into the ratiroad situation{ 
but really to prepare the party men 
for election fights, With . these 
manoeuvres folng. on, Sir Wilfrid 
was refusing to All vacant seats by 
acclamation and was thus bringing 
about by his own action the very 
situation, or most of it, on which he 
subsequently based bin refusal to 
support extension, He did this on 
the flimsy pretext that the seats had 
been vacated otherwise than by 
death. But the truce on by-elections 
bad to do with the filling of the seata 
and not with their vacation. Having 
thus worked most astutely and ay 
tematically for party ends, is it any 
wonder that wetl-meant efforta at 
coalitién or national government 
have to far broken down? - Sir Wil- 
frid has binself been the great and 
potent obstacle to a national govern- 
ment. se < 

The groun® having been so far 
cleared, Sir Wilfrid’s confidence in 
himself, up toa certain polnt, ts 
sublime, His party shattered, he 
nevertheless nees himself in power 
and confides bis Intentions to the 
nation, 

Briefly his position ts this: 

- (1) At the very moment when 
Canadian troops are covering them- 
selves with further glory, and their 
commander-in-chicf fs asking for re- 
Inforcements—the only men a Cana- 
dian statesman has any right to Its- 
ten to—Sir Wilfrid proposes, after 
he has won his election, to go to the 
Imperint authorities for a polley, or 
to find a back door exit from the 
path of ‘plain duty. What an abdi- 
cation of leadership on the part of a 
statesman whose follgwers put up aa 
historic fight onthe naval bill to 
establish their view of Canada's 
right to do Canada’s business jn 
these very matters! 

(2) Having been up to now the 
chief obstacle to a national govern- 
ment, Sir Wilfrid nevertheless Is go- 
ing to form one. But then he will 
be at {ts head. Nn wonder he wanta 
a@ party fight 

(3) We are to have “a vigorous 
and compact! aystem of voluntary 
enlistment.” It will, judging by the 
last three years, be much more com- 
pact than vigorous. A further pur- 
sult of the voluntary system means 
that those who wish may still volun- 
teer, but those who don’t may stay 
at home and profiteer. Indeed, Le 
Canada, Sir Wilfrid's organ, specib- 
cally stated the other day that Can- 
ada’s duty from now out may well be 
mainly the supplying of food and 
munitions, “WWhat a sacrifice to 
make munitiofs at six or eizht dol- 
lars a day, an@ to raise pork at 
seventeen cents a pound on the

HINTS BY COOKERY EXPERT. 





Christine Terhune Herrick of the Vigi- T si 
lentes Suggests Less Expensive Makers also of the ‘La Diva’’ Corsets 
Meats, More Vegetables aril Simpler ead 
Desserte—Get Used to Cheese, 


Let us look at the ordinary dinner 
DIN of fare for a moment. Suppose we 
begin with soup. The expensive clear 
soups are taboo on most tables unless a‘e 
they are made like the French bouillon , 
and the bouilll or meat used to make 
the soup also utilized, and even then 
they are ratber beyond the purse or the 
inclination of most of us, But is their 
departure’a real loss to our palate? 
Are we not as well fed with purecs of 
different kinds, with the boundless 
number of regetable soups, either clear 
or cream, with soups that hare a fish 
or a milk foundation as with the con- 
somme of any order? 

Of course the meat course is the 
crux of the situation for most persons. 
I grant that there are a few persons 
whp decline any cuts of meat save 
those that are tender enough to be 
roasted or broiled, but even before the 
tate stringency I fancy there were not 
many who could indulge this prefer- 
ence.. Most of us havo had to depend 
upon the leas expensive portions and 
tried to make up by care, id cookery 
and seasoning for the defects in favor 
and juices, If nutriment is any object 
it is well to recollect that some of the 
pieces of meat richest in nourishing 
qualities come from the less costly sec- 
tions of the animal 

As a matter of course, all meat is 
dear now, bot I venture to believe that 
those who think no meal is complete 
without it lack @ certain kind of eda- 
cation.in gastronomy. If meat substi- 
tutes are despised it is usually because 
those who hare cooked them hare not 
understood how to compound and sea- 
son them, Fish of all kinds should 
bare an honored post on the table meat 
has evacuated, Vegetables, especially 
in this season, shoukl be plentifully 
employed and combined with a ltue 
meat to give xavoriness, or with cheese 
or with eggs or served In salads. We 
have not begun to comprehend what 
can be done with vegetables or to learn 
bow easily we can become accustomed 
toa dish of these, or of checse fondu, or: 
cheese souflle, or cheese pudding, or 
cheese sandwiches, or any one of half a 
dozen preparations in which cheese is 
served an a favoring and a nutriment, 
Instead of the inevitable roast. boiled, 
stewed, broiled or fried animal food, 

When we arrive at the sweets, there 
‘s another station at which we can 
offer a plea as to the excellence of the 
leas costly kinds, With ripe frult, ef- 
ther freah or stewed, in abundance, as 
it should be for months to come, the 
question of desserts seems one of minor 
importance. Yet even here we can 
offer trifies, custards, “floats,” blanc- 
manges, jellies, delicate puddings and 
puffs which are no whit inferior in 
taste to beavy, rich sweets, such as 
Pies and tarts, and are far more whole- 
some. Their good qualities ought te 
offeet, even with critica, the fact that 
they cost leas than the substantial com- 
pounds I deprecate. I incline to fancy 
that those who include all Inexpensive | ., 
sweets along with meat stibetitutes In 
one aweeping condemnation lack ex- 
perience of what can be done,

The ‘first’ reinforced vessel. was. in 
the form ofa. small boat buflt In 
1849° by a Frenchman named Lani- 
bot, at Miravel, and ‘the boat is still 
in service ‘after ‘a practical test of 
68 years. Toward the énd of last 
century the possibilities of reinfore- 
ed concrete for all kinds of struc 
tural-work began to be more widely 
Tecognized and. the material was ap- 
nlled to the’ construction of “vessela 
of various classes In’ different parts 
of the world. A 
One of the first examples was a 
Moating chalet supported ‘bya rein- 
forced concrete pontoon, measuring 
67 feet long. by 21 feet wido, | built 
in Rome in 1897. Other barges, 
Nghbters and pontoona followed in 
fairly rapid succession, a Roman frm 
belng most enterprising in the new 
branch of work. By the end of 1912 
they had constructed at least 20 vea- 
aels Of the lighter class and over 60 
pontoons for foating bridges. In 
Germany reinforced concrete vessels 
of the motor launch and barge 
havo been constructed. In North and 
South America, 2 good many barges 
and pontoons have been made in re- 
{nforced concrete during the last 
ten years. Typical examples are 
furnished by a barge In Ontario, 81 
feet long by 24 feat beam by 7 feet 
deep; a foct cf lighters, 
long by 30 feet beam, bullt at San 
Francisco for the coasting trade: 
several lighters and pontoons on the 
Panama Canal; dnd some scows 112 
feet long by 28 .feet beam built at 
Farrfield. : 

From the examples cited it is eri- 
dent that reinforced concrete has 
earoed a definite claim to be regard- 
ed as a real abipbuilding material, 
Particularly for vessela of moderate 
size. The material possesses obvious 
advantages for the buflding of many 
useful types of craft. -Apart from 
ships, bargre. and Pontoens, there 
are other types of floating struc- 
tures in which reinforced - concrete 
can be employed with advantage. 
The most Interesting example of the 
calsson class ls furnished by’ the 
“Batterie des Maures,” a torpedo- 
testing station which at present 
forms a kind of artificial island in 
the Mediterranean. The structure 
was built partly in a dry dock, and 
completed at moorings outside the 
dock. The battery was then towed 
by a couple of steam tugs for a dis- 
tance of soms 30 miles through the 
sea and sunk upon a prepared bed 
in deep water.

COAL PRICES. 

Ald. Robinson said the Council had 
appointed a special committee re coal 
for the city and he would report verb- 
ally on the matter. He stated that 
the best information he had secured 
was through the city papers, which 
showed that coal at Brockville and 
other places can be purchased at $8.50 
per ton, as against $10 in Belleville. 
Acar load of coal was disposed .of in 
the city recently at $8.75 per ton. Ie 
had written to Peterborough and 
other places but had not received a 
replys. He thought a deputation of 
one could be sent from the Council to 
some places to ascertain what can be 
done to secure cheaper coal, 

Ald, Platt said he had written sev- 
eral letters but had not received any 
satisfactory anawers. 

Ald. Parks stated that while in Tor- 
onta he had called apon Commission- 
er Chisholm, who purchased coal for 
that city. The coal was in the bins in 
that city and the cost was $7.80. It 
was procured through an agent. The 
manufacturers have about all they 
want. Next week he would be in the 
western part of Ontario and be would 
look into this matter. 

Ald. Robinson —Lf coal can be pur- 
chased at Brockville and other places 
at $8.50, why cannot it be bought here 
at that price? 

Ald. Deacon—In Urighton it is sold 
at $8.50 and at Colborne it_iy sold at 
$9.40 for nut and 89 for stove coal. In 
some places they da not have to pay 
for weighing coal on market scales, 
The Water Works department is pay- 
ing $4.75 for soft coal at tho mine. 
The coal dealers in Belleville are not 
making more than a profit of 5 or 6 
per cent on_a_ton of coal. Tho mine 
owners will no dotht Sei T-apents, 
but not direct ta the municipalities, 

Mayor Ketcheson—There are some 
stall mine dealers who sell to jobbers 
and in this way some coal may bo se- 
enred at a cheaper price. 

No action was taken in the matter. 

CARTERS’ STAND. 

Ald. Platt stated that the-carters of 
the city had desired ta have the pro- 
perty owned by the city whero it was: 
proposed to erect the new fire hall on 
Front street, and they had Leen allow- 
ed to use that property. 

Ald. Parks—What about the report 
of the committee on shacks which had 
been built on Dundas street? 

Mayor Ketcheson—Tho Solicitor 
states that the city cannot do any- 
thing in the-matter as the shacks have 
‘been built for some years, and action 
should have been taken when they 
were being built.

Even [¢ you 
are “roughing it."/as you say, you 
tnight us well rough it as comfortably 
as possible. It Ix not a diMeult thing 
to make a firelesx cooker yourself 
which will do very well when you are 
living in a tent or rough cabin, First 
af all get a big wooden tub or Orkin, 
such ax Lutter ts packed in. 

Next buy a teu sullou tin pall, nnd be 
sore that it has a cover which will ft 
down tightly upon It The other re 
quirements are a plece of axbestos 
sheeting—nbout one yard will be 
enough—and a soapstone, 

Wet this asbestos sheeting and cover 
the outside of the Pall and also of the 
cover witb It and press It down tight- 
Iy; then set it away fo dry. If you 
cannot get the asbestos try several 
thicknesses of paper, When quite dry 
cover the bottom af the wooden tub 
With sawdust, set the tin pail in the 
center and pack about with suwdust 
almost up to the tom, Cut a targe 
Dlece of thick cantheard to Gt the 
Wooden tub, removing a circle from, 
the center to admit of its belug pushed 
down over the tn pall Just below its 
cover. 

Suppose you want to hare lamb or 
beef stew for supper, Vreparo ,{t as 
though for ordluary cooking and let It 
boll a short tne over thy fire, In the 
Meantime heat the soapstone until it 
alzzles when witer Is sprinkled on it.

Do not open 
uny part of Jt until the food hab wad 
tine to cook, This will be found to be 
a very Inexpensive contrivance and a 
Valuable addition to the conveniences 
of camp life.

abroad during the Crimean war to 
observe the strategy ‘of European ar 
miles-qnd. bad written a report which 
had caused bim six years later to be 
wicked out for one. of the great com 
thanders of the war between the states 
In‘short, he was at the apex of the 
pyramid of military intelligence, while 
Jobuny wasn one of the many thou- 
sands who formed the base. ‘ 
The force that Johnny served with 
formed the extreme of tbe -rigttt. wing 


ofan army whose commander ‘was, 


anxious to advance, but a fort so situ- 
ated In a pocket in the bills that it 
was dificult to take was delaying bim, 
for it.{s a military priuciple that an 
army must pot leave a fortitication in 
Its rear, scientific soldier who 
commanded this wing wax approach- 


ing the fortification In accordance with, 


the principles of military engineering— 
in other words, by zigzag trenches.

Flyer Drives Foe to Cover—Many Combats Belween Airmen 
and Germans on Ground Around Lens---Canadians 


Use Gas---Red Cross Work 


* Canadian Headquarters In France, 
(vla London), Oct. 6—Gas tn consld- 
erable volume was again projected 
{nto Lens yeateray morning. The en- 
emy retaliation took the form of 
trench mortar activity, but this was 
not long maintained. Whe artillery 
duel still continues, and the Germans 
are making more use of- their long- 
range, high-velocity guns in tho bom- 
bardment of the area behind the 
front. 

Behind ‘the German lines, one of 
our aircraft took on a large party of 
the enemy engaged in joading am- 
munition at the dump. Tho airmen 
}8wooped down froma considerable 
height, firing as Ahoy came with both 
fore and aft ‘guns. The enemy took 
to cover, but not before some casu- 
alties had been inflicted. 

’ Similar encounters between the alr- 
men and the troops on the ground 
are more numerous than they for- 
merly were. _ 

The Red Cross Work. * 

The coming national Red Cross 
subscription campaign in Canada has 
aroused great interest here, where 
the benefits of the Red Cross - work 
can’ be seen‘at close range during 
every spél! of active fighting, and all 
the time in the casualty clearing ata- 
tions and hospitals. Red Cross sup 
piles are not intended to et the 
place of army medical issues, but to 
supplement. them In such a way. as to 
give the surgeons “the best possible

Polson Gas Treatment: > 
Another excellent bit-of work ro- 
cently done by the Canadian Red 
Cross Society has been in connection 
with polson gas treatment. It was 
discovereG? that a certain treatment 
mnvolving the use of a special kind of 
baths and clothing was the best rem- 
edy. Within four hours after it had 
been determined by the medical of- 
ficlals of the Canadian corps to ap- 
ply this remedy a large number of 
baths and an ample supply of neces- 
sary chemicals and clothing were en 
route from the Red Cross base to the 
advanced dresaing stations. These 
supplies were used to treat gas cas- 
ualties, and they’reduced the number 
of serious cases to a remarkable de, 
gree, .

My chum‘ and I on our 
way back found twenty-six Germane 
down in their deep dugouts.~ At first 
they were afraid . to come out, but 
when we told them what would’ hap- 
pen to them. of - they refused, they 
came up quickly> We showed them by 
signs that we wanted them, to help 
darry out our wounded ‘comrades, and 
they soon got to work, 80 we had 
them carry the wounded over to No 
Man's Land, to the advance station. 
Believe me, the attack was a great 
eight, and to eee them cut down in 
their counter-attacks which they made 
on us %® regain their lost position, 
but nothing could take it back from 
our brave Canadian boys once they 
had it. 

I am now at present taking a 
month's rest down at the bass. I must 
say that we cet lots to eat and the 
best of care here. 

I was pleased to hear James Mar- 
shal won a military medal, also Sergt, 
Charles. Brook, so after all our boys 
‘from Belleville, ite doing splendid 
work atthe front.

Must Seek 
Exemption Before 


| 


OTTAWA, Oct.-10,—The first men 


drafted under the Military Service 


Act will not actually be called to the 
colors till December 10. Tho date has 
been fixed to place all men called on 
an absolute basis of cqual’ty. By 
then all exemption tribunals must 
have their work completed, and the 
man who applics for exemption will 
thus gain no time as compared with 
the man who reports for service with- 
out making any ~such statement, 
There will be no possibility of claim- 
ing exemption for the purpose of do- 
lay. z 

The proclamation, which will be pub- 
lished broadcast on Saturday, calling 
out the first class of men, provides 
that: - os . 

Every man within the class called 
out must report for service or claim 
exemption on or before Nor. 10. 

Exemption tribunals will begin 
their work on Nov. 8th, and must 
complete it by Dec. 10, which is the 
earliest date on which any man will 
be called to the colors. 

Regulations, which will be publish- 
¢d concurrently with the proclama- 
tion, contain some stringent - provis- 
ions. Severe penalties are provided: 
for bribery or attempted bribery. Any 
person found guilty of attempting to 
bribe any member of an exemption 
tribunal, medical board or military 
representative will be liable to a term 
of imprisonment not exceeding fire 
Years and not less than one year. Im- 
prisonment only is provided. There 
is no fine, ea 

There are also regulations of special 
importance to employers. In certain 
quarters the fear-has been expressed 
that an unscrupulous employer might 
attempt to take advantage of the Act 
to bring down wages, or similarly an 
employee might offer to work for less 
wages—conditionally on the employer 
claiming exemption, Under the quali- 
fications any such actions will bo an 
offence punishable by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $1,000 nor less than $100 or 
imprisonment not to exceed six 
months.

salary or wages, or for the reason of 
kind of emplorment in consideration 
of the employe's exercising or gaining 
from exercising bis right to claim ex- 
emption from military service on be 
half of an employs, will be guilty of 
an offence punishable as indicated. 

Penalties are dlso provided for the 
employer who knowingly retains in 
his employment any man in the class 
who has not, on or before Norember 
10, either reported for service or 
claimed exemption.

Lady Bosslyn’s Death a Shock—Friends Didn’t dinow Ex-Stage 


Beanty was Poor—Former Favorite of Kings and 
Princes Insane at Last‘  ° ” 


Many old time admirers of Anna 
Robinson, who was once Lady Rosslyn 
learnéd for the first time today of the 
tragic suffering that was hers in her 
last days, says the New York Sun 
She died \Friday morning in the Man 
hattan State-Hospital for the Insant 
on Ward’s Island after a complete 
physical failure and mental break 
down that followed the loss of her for 
tune, The clos'ng hours of ler lifs 
were as dark as her early life was 
extravagantly spectacular. 

Of Anna Robinson’s family there re- 
main Miss Margaret Robinson, 484C 
Cedar avenue, West ‘Philadelphia, and 
a brother, Charles Robinson, 401 Man- 
hattan avenue, New York city. The 
funeral of the Wisconsin girl, who be- 
came a stage favorite, was held pri- 
vately, and she was buried in Wood: 
lawn Cemetery. A 

Anna was born in a amall town in 
Wisconsin in‘ 1871. She was the 
daughter of a botel proprietor, Her 
in Minnéapolis 
from which city she went with her sis 
‘ter to go on the stage. Her first em- 
ployment in New York was as a pro- 
fessional model, after which she enter- 
ed the chorus of a Broadway musical 
show, and she rapidly becamo one of 
the scintillating celebrities of the 
town. Tho annals of that day tell of 
Joseph Leiter’s admiration for her 
and how he was her escort when 
Charles Fleischmann gave his cos- 
tume dance in 1900,~ When she went 
to London peers were attracted by her 
beauty as New York’s moneyed men 
had been. The Duke of Manchester 
seemed to lead in the racé for her 
favor, and she told her American 
friends that he had asked for her bans 
in marriage, but this the Duke calm- 
ly denied at a later date. 

COURTED BY KING LEOPOLD 

When she went to Paris the accom- 
Plished boulerargier, Comte de Gan- 
ets, becamo her admirer and she be- 
came one of the most eminent beau- 
ties tin the gausily gay world of the 
French capital. Ultimately she be- 
came the rival of Cleo de Merode, and 
shelis said to have won from ber an 
admirer who was all of a duke, as 
well-as the familiar notice of King 
Leopold of Belgium, that monarch of

Circulars explaining the Military 
Service Act have been distributed. 
The circulars were issued by the Mili- 
tary Service Council and “warned all 
men liable to call in the first class to 
be ready for the issue of the proclam- 
‘ation on Saturday. 

The machinery for the call of the 
first class of combatants has been built 
up until it is now ready for operation. 

The procedure for the man liable 
for the first draft follows: If he feels 
that he should report for service he 
‘can, on applying to the nearest post 
office, secure a blank form, which he 
will fill out, expressing his readiness 
to report for service when called upon. 
This form he will leave with the post- 
master, and then go home and await 
derelopmentx. The postmaster, in the 
meantime will send the form to the 
registrar, 

Should the youth in question feel 
teat he is entitled to exemption, on 
ang of the grounds set forth in tho 
circular which was distributed he may 
ask the postmaster for a different kind 
of form, containing an application for 
exemption. This, when filled In, he 
will leave with. the postmaster, to \ 
forwarded to the registrar, then await 
his turn before the nearest tribunal, 

Another course is open to the man 
seeking exemption. He may appear 
before the tribunal and make his ap- 
plication personally, and in the caso 
of a man reporting for military. sery- 
ice, he also may make his report direct 
to the tribunal. 

Tn using the blank form supplied at 
the post office, the applicant for ex- 
emption is required to state on what 
grounds he seeks such exemption, and 
these applications will be forwarded 
to the proper tribunal by the regis- 
trar. 

If there is ground for doubt as tg 
written claims, the application for e 
emption may be called before the tri- 
bunal, pnd if his application is refasea 
the man will have the right of appeal

West Mounted Police, men who: never 
fet'go of a man once they had seized’ 
him, and would follow « murderer to 
the ends of the earth. The Eskimos, 
however, were comparatively friend- 
ly, though at first it was dimeult to 
get much ‘information -from~* them, 
The police traveled here and. there, 
and nally drifted out to Cape Lam- 
bert, in the Dolphin Straits, It was 
here they learned the ‘story of the 
murder, and that. tbe murderers 
were In the neighborhood.

UNCER DRAFT LAW 


MONTREAL," Oct. 20.—One of the 
last official acts of MajorGencral the 
Hon. &. E. Mowburn as acjuiant-gen- 
eral before becoming Minister of 
Militias, was to promulgate an order 
whereby men wishing to serve can 
become volunteers under the Mili- 
tary Service Act and thereby avoid 
being taken as conscripts. 

This order was promulgated In a 
circular Ietter received yesterday by 
Maj.Gen> E. W. Wilson, G.0.C., from 
Major-General Moewburn, A.AG., stat- 
ing that with regard to recruits un- 
der the Military Service Act the form 
to be used would be that for men who 
report to the ‘depot battalloris under 
instructions from the registrar, jursu- 
ant to the Military Service Act in 
place of the attestation papers here- 
tofore used. 

“It is stated, however, that this 
form should not be used for men who 
volunteer on being medically exam- 
ined, for immediate service to the de- 
pot battalions instead of returning 
home to await orders from the regis- 
trar. In the case of such men the 
former attestation papers will be 
used, so that they will be considered 
as volunteers, This order opens the 
way for further volunteer recruiting 
under the Milllary Service Act,

LARGE WHEAT SURPLUSES,

Farners on the American Continent 
Are Lucky. 

So much talk about a world-wide 
wheat shortage bas been going the 
rounds that many producers feel 
Frievously injured at the fixing of 
wheat prices at from $2.15 to $2.20, 
Thoy consider that such restric¥ons 
rob them of much profit. If in a 
market of unlimited prices the gro¥- 
ers could have got more for their 
wheat, it Is solely because occan ton- 
Dage comes so short of requirements 
If present and prospective wheat sup- 
plies in Australia, Argentina, and 
India -vere freely available. under 
the sa-@ conditions of traasport as 
wheat fron the United States and 
Canada, there would be an immense 
difference in the market outlook 
heré. 

Australia has an exportable re- 
serve Of wheat amounting to 133,- 
000,000 bushels; India one of 80,- 
000,000 bushels, and Argentina 26,- 
000,000 bushels. But new crops will 
be harvested In Argentina ia Decem- 
ber and January, in Australia in Jan- 
uary, and in India in February and 
March. The coming Argentine crop 
is estimated at 239,000,000 bushels, 
a record, as against 77,400,000 bush- 
ela last season. Argentine wheat for 
future delivery is $1.25 a bushel. 

Premier Hughes of Australia says 
that In February Australia will have 
6,000,000 tons of wheat in the coun- 
try for export. That is about 200,- 
000.000 bushels. Unfortunately for 
the Allies in Europe, these far-off 
Producers and their great stores of 
grain must be left negierted in order 
to econom[ze tonnage. Britain has # 
contract with Australia to move 600, 
000 tons of wheat each month, but 
lately wheat has been stagnant. Some 
is being brought to the United States 

by sailing vessels. Australia hap ac- 
cumulated sufficient wheal now to Aly 
500 big carge steamers. With these 
countrics storing tp supplies, on ac- 
count of lonnaxe scarcity, there will 
be a reserve lin unexpected quarters 
when the war ends. 

Thus the comparatively high 
Prices of wheat in the North Ameri- 
can markets are chiefly the result of 
our comparative proximity to Eai- 
rope. The voyage to Australia re- 
quires three times as long as to this 
continent.. It pays the Allies to give 
higher prices here, and get three 
times the service out of wheat ton- 
Nage they hav@_ The moral from 
these conditions is that [armers on 
this continent ough! té be very 
thankful) tn be assured $2.20 for 
their wheat, for this and for the 1918 
crop. They are faring far bettor 
than thelr fellow produrers in the 
other Icadin~ wheat countries over- 
seas.

“It fs goood news from “over 
there” when we read that the Ger. 
man railways are wearing out and 
becoming unequal to demands upon 
them. Also [t would seem that It {s 
good news when the same conditions 
are reported of our own railways. 
How otherwise ix to be explained the 
inaction of those who hold the fate 
of our railways In thelr hands while 
the physical deterioration and finan- 
clal distress of the railways are re- 
ported on every hand? One thing is 
sure—no part of responsibility for 
the situation rests upon the railways, 
They have accommodated themselves 
to every demand, doing all that is of- 
dered, even to the extent of carrying 
nearly a million men and materials 
for building sixteen military cities at 
half the lawful rate for all business 
done by land grant railroads.

of joy to some others, But nobody 
could rejoice that the rallways are un- 
able to buy themselves equipment be- 
cause of the deterioration of their 
credit as measured by the declines In 
thelr securities, ‘Everybody's pro- 
fite and the country’s security depend 
upon the railways being equal to de- 
Mands upon them, but their tracks 
and plants are wearing out, with no 
sign that thelr masters will allow 
them to help themselves. 
“Responsibility cannot be confined 
to the Interstate Commlasion now. Its 
responsibility dates further back, but 
the acutest blame falla upon those 
who dealt the final blow at the latest 
moment.. Congress is to blame for 
ordoring at Intrease of wages by $63, 
000,000 without ordering an increase 
of rates in the same measure. A 
Mero hint to the Commission of what 
Congress thought about it would have 
glyen the excuse which the Commis- 
slog needs for doing what some of 
{ta ‘membera know ought to be done: 
Neither can the country itself escape 
{ty share of the blame. The country’s 
offeptig of ions of Liberty bonds 
has ¢aken thé credit market away 
from the railways at the very mo- 
ment that the distress of the rallways 


‘| feacts unfavorably upon the Liberty 


Loan Itself. It is not permissible to 
tusk for a billion of Government bonds 
for the railways In competition with 
the Liberty Loan. - 

“The estimate that the railways 
need a billion a year is out of date. 
They need more, and they need it 
for other reasons than the rescue of 
the shareholders of the railways, 
They ought to get the relief they need 
In the form in which they have asked 
for tt. Mere permission to raise their 
tates in proportion either to their 
costs or to their efficiency is the ap- 
Propriate economic remedy. It would 
be a bitter dose for those who have 
hardened their hearts to-the railways’ 
humble plea’ But they should de 
made to take it for their own good 
as well aa {or the rellef of the rail- 
ways. Thereafter the regulators 
would remember that there are’ two 
sides to regulation, and that protec- 
tion of the 'Faltways and:the country 
is a duty as much*aS protection of 
shippers. The Problem bas passed 
beyond solution by the rallways, even 
teyoud the Commission and Congress. 
it Is fn the hands of all serious-mind- 
ed men who have noted what has 
been dene to the railways*and their 
exemplary conduct under their per- 
secttion.”

OTTAWA, Oct. 26.— Regulations 
soverning éxemption tribunals were 
issued hy the Military Service Coun- 
cil and have been despatched through. 
out the country. The regulations are 


lengthy and cover no tess than $7 dif- 
ferent clauses. - They lay down the 
Tules on which all tribunals under the 
Military Service Act—both local and 
appeal—will work, the duties and 
bowers of registrars, the appointment 
of military representat{ves and final- 
ly, make special provision for offenc- 
es and penaltics. Mere are in brief 
the, offences cited and the penalites 
proylded therefor: 

Refusing or neglecting to attend 
for medical exemption when requir- 
ed by local or appeal tribunal—fne 
hot more than two hundred and not 
less than twenty-five dollars, and {m- 
Prisonment for not more than three 
months. Tribunal may further issue 
& warrant to apprehend the man and 
compel him to submit to medical ex- 
amination. .

Bribing or attempting to bribo any 
member of a tribunal, medical board, 
registrar or any person concerned in 
the administration of the ach—Im- 
prisonment for not more than five 
years, and not Jess than one year. No 
fine.

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Will Class One Provide The 
One Hundred Thousand Men? 


— It will be greatly to the advantage of Canada if the entire quota of 100,000 men to be raised under 


\ the Military Service Act can be secured from the first class ; that is, from the men between the ages of 20 
and 34 who were unmarried or widowers without children on July 6th, 1917. 
This is almost self-evident for the following reasons : 

itis admitted that, between the ages of 20 and 34,-the average man is at the height of his 

physical Strength and is most adaptable to the change of conditions from civilian life ; 

the military Service of unmarried men and widowers without children would occasion less 

distress thari that of most others, since they are largely without dependents, Abo, it would 

entail less financial burden for Canada, through separation allowances, etc. 

Authorities estimate that, after all proper examinations have been allowed, Canada should be able 

to produce from the first class 100,000 men fit for service, so the drain upon the man power of the 
country will not be severe. ; . : 


Members of Class One will be well advised to present themselves for examination immediately to 
the Medical Board in their district. Upon examination as to their physical fitness, they will be placed in 
one of the following categories : : 

Category A—if fit for service in overseas fighting units. . 
Category B—if fit for service overseas in Army Medical Corps, Forestry Battalion, etc. 
Category C—if fit for service in Canada only. 
Category E—if unfit for military service of any nature. 
It coe epee ig category A, the applicant will know that he is not liable for immediate service, but will go to the De 


Office and send in a claim for exemption with his Medical Certificate attached, when he will receive in due course a certificate 
exemption until those in his medical category are summoned for service. 


- Where a man, who ia placed in category A, feels that exemption should be allowed, an application form can be secured 
from the poumenter. This form, when filled in, will be forwarded by the postmaster to the registrar of the district, and the 
applicant will be informed by mail as to the time and place for the consideration of his application by the jon Board,

Where claim for exemption is on the assumption that it is in the national interest that the man 
should instead of being pete ed in Military Service, be engaged in other work in which he is habitually 
engaged, it is usually preferable that the claim be made by the EMPLOYER, inasmuch as the decision of 
the claim wall involve, amongzt other things, a consideration of the nature of the business, the number of 
men employed, etc, . = 


(Medical Examination 

It will simplify the employer’s problem if all Class One men in his employ present themselves for 
Medical Examination at the nearest Medical Board Centre. 

Upon examination they will be placed in Medical Categories—A, B, C, or E. Class One men placed 
in Categories B, C, or E satisly immediate requirements if they attach the medical report they will receive to 
their claim for exemption. :

This should state the names, ages and occupations of all Class One gnen_ employed, noting against 
each name. whether or not claim for exemption’ js being made, and whether in the employer's opinion, 
exemption if granted, should be conditional on the man’s continuing his present occupation, or whether it 
would suffice if exemption were granted for one, two or more months, as the case may be.

“The formation of a Union or 
Nallonal Government has changed 
the polilical situation throughout 
Canada, and in many constituen- 
cles two of more candidates, Con- 
servalive, Liberal or Labor, may 
desire to run and be recognized 
as Union Government candidates.

Clem H. Ellis, one of the survivors 
of the ill-fated coal barge Aloha, 
which foundered in the storm on Lake 
Ontario carly- Sunday morning, re- 
turned to his home in Belleville yes. 
terday after accompanying the body 
of Capt. Daniel McVicar, who lost his 
life as a result of the wreck, to Des- 
eronto, ‘Mr, Ellis, who weighs over 
two hundred pounds, did not seem to 
have suffered any ill effects from his 
thrilling experience of — nearly 
hours in the icy water buffeted by the 
wares, He stated to a representative 
of The Intelligencer that the Aloha 
left Port Dalhousie laden with 1100 
tons of coal in tow of the ta: C. W. 
Chamberlain on Saturday morning: at 
tight o'clock, All went well until 
about eleven o'clock that night, when 
the wind started to blow and a sonth- 
west gale developed, kicking up oan 
angry sea, Huge waves continually 
broke over the barge and the deck 
load of soft coal was soon mixed up in 
a solid mass which blocked the soup 
pera and prevented the water fram ex- 
caping from the-deck, wh’ch was soon 
awash, and several feet deep. The 
craft started to list to one side and 
was plunging dangerously from the 
strain of the tow line from the tug 
ahead. The tow line was cut in an 
attempt to sare the vessel from swamp- 
ing but in ten minutes from ghe time 
it began to list the boat sank beneath 
the waves in forty-five feet of water, 
only a few fect of mast heing visible 
aboye the surface; and-to this frail 
support clung Clarence Mills, of Ports- 
mouth, who was picked off after six 
hours of* exposure on his perilous 
perch by tho crew of the government 
steamer Grenville. The Aloha sank 
at 6.30 Sunday morning. 

When it was seen that the barge 
was doomed Ellis, who was cools on the 
boat, secured life-preservers and pass- 
ed them out to the crew, axsisting 
Capt. MeVicar, who was a man up- 
wards of seventy Sears of age, to ad- 
just his. As an additional preeaution 
the captain secured a plank which he 
took with him in koing over the side

Two Sides to Question That Is Much 
Discussed. . ee 

The great question of the conscrip- 
tion of wealth, whith, from time to 
tIme, with varying intensity, agitates 
certain sectlo +s of the community In 
‘Canada, constitutes a demand not, of 
course, pecullar to our country. it 
Was advanced and discussed [n Lon- 
don long before it became a political 
Issue in Ottawa, and the arguments 
In {ts favor have always been the 
same. It {s contended that when the 
workingman, to use an entirely arbi- 
trary, but sufficiently understood, de- 
algnation, becomes a conscript. the 
State not only takes contro! of ols 
Derson, but of all bis avaliable capi- 
tal and savings in the form-of his 
training and ability to’ work, and 
that, this being so, everyone should 
de served alike. This State, it Is con- 
tended, should take over everyone's 
capital, whether it be the cunning of 
two bands or millions of dollars, 

The position seems sound enough. 
As-far as the “workingman” !s con- 
cernvd, the logic of Shylock 1s inex- 
orable: 


“You take my house when“you take 
the prop 
That doth sustain my house.” 


There are, however, sereral. points 
to be remembered, in congection with 
the question, which are all toa often 
forgotten, and frat amongat these 's 
thé fact.that the events of the last 
three years have largely rendered the 
term “‘workingman”" unavailable as 
a class distinction. . To ever- 
Increasing extent, in Canada as fn the 
United Kingdom and . ¢lsewhere 
throughout what. may, Derbaps, ‘he 
termed the Grand Alllance, every- 
body {s doing Just anything he can 
to help, and the owner of the “un- 
earned Income” Is, as Ukely;ag not, 
drawing bis weekly wage as a muni!- 
tion worker, if he is not In the army, 
and ia being directed in bis Iabora’py 
the official workingman. Where 
everybody, therefore, {s giving per- 
sonal service, in so far as he can give 
it, the position of wealth remains 
Practically the same aa In peace 
time, the righteousness or unright- 
eousness of tbat position being, of 
course, another question, 

The final word upon the matter Is, 
however, that every State already 
Possessea and exercises the power to 
conscript wealth. Every tax that ‘s 
Imposed is, to that extent, a ¢on- 
seription of wealth, and anyone who

MONTREAL, Oct. 31.—ITncreases in 
pay have boen granted by the Grand 
Trunk’ Railway system to its engin- 
eers and firemen, after two months’ 
negotiations. The increased rates for 
firemen and engincers in the passen- 
ker service, according to typo of loco- 
motive, are as follows: 

Engincers—On 18 and 19-inch cyl- 
tnder locomotives, $4,356 per 100 miles,

poor,-that when a school boy he had 
to beg his bread, singing with some 
companions from house to house, to 
amuse the people, and excite their 
pity, At a town called Eisenach, a 
lady by the name of Ursula Cotta took 
the pou! ho by his musical tal- 
ent Hie etn won -ber 
sympathe, into her Lome and support- 
ed him until he passed for entrance to 
the unirersity in 1501, being 18 scars 
of age. In 105 he gave up bis uni- 
versity training and study of law, to 
become a@ monk in a wonastery at 
Erfurt. 

For conscience sake he patiently en. 
dured the rigid and severe discipline 
of that religious institution, for he 
was desirous of binding upon himself 
the yoke of obedient service, hoping 
thereby to gain sou) peace. 

His deep mentai conflict, penance 
and ascetic exercises led him ta a 
knowledge of his own helplessness, and 
to doubt the accuracy and value of a 
religious sxstem which sought justifi- 
cation throngh ordinances, thrsical 
penances, andthe ministry of men, ax 
sinful asx he knew manr of the priests 
to be; he found himself losing faith in 
human sacerdotalism and in the work

“The just shall live by faith.” 

' This brief sentence comes to us full 
of scriptural import, and may be ac 
cepted as revealing the very intent of 

_ God in giving us the Bible: ' Faith in 
the written word of God, with grace to 
‘obey its precepts, and to appropriate 
“its promises, will ensuro a perpetuity 
‘of life, and raise a man from danger, 
‘aud set him on high, : 

“The just shall live vy faith,” was 
—spoken by Habakkuk the prophet, 
-when~trying to encourage the Jews 

when they were fainting under- the 
oppression of the Chaldeans. 

The apostle Paul quotes this pro- 
phetic declaration to the Ronians, and 
to the Galatians, and wo find them 
again quoted by the writer of the epis- 

fo to the Hebrews, : 

“This short sentence moves us to 
deeper interest still, as history reveals 
it shining as a star of hope to a soul 
groping in darkness, for a way of es- 
cape from a condition, which it is 
forved to believe, is, moral and relig- 
ions pollution, the end of which is 
spiritual death, 

Four hundred years ago. the Holy 


































Spirit made these words of the prophet 
Habakkuk shed regenerating light 
and-life where dark, deadly supersti- 
tion held, virtually, undisputed swag, 
and kindled a flame of religious zeal 
in the world of men., 

For a hundred sears previous, 
groups of earnest thoughtful men were 
found occasionally stirring the black-. 
enced embers of a dring faith but were 
doomed to’ disappointment, BY ne 

The moral, social, and religious 
conditions were becoming moré and 
more intolerable and seemed to be past 
all remedy. If burning zeal for right. 
cousness, honesty and truth in either 
church or state shone out upon civie 
or religious darkness, the would-be 
reformer was at once subjected to the 
cruel persecution of clerical . hatred, 
and majesterial authority, both made 
indomitable by a hard-and-fast logic. 
ally organized mediacvalisin. - 

John Russ and Savonarola, as illus 
trations, wero doomed to bitter hat 
rod, malignant opposition, and finally 
put todceath. At last the divine hand 
was laid upon ono who should succeed 
in breaking through the barriers of 
ecclesiastical bondage and lead to soul 
freedom all who might be mored to 
follow.

That Martin Luther, a peasant, 
born to poverty and hardship, should 
be the world’s greatest religious re- 
former, and quickener of men's xpirit- 
nal consciences, may be considered al- 
most as great a mystery as that the 
manger-born babo of a Jewish peasant 
should become the world’s Saviour and 
Hearen’s glory.

the risen and ascended Saviour as the 
only mediatorial priest, and the only 


dispenser of justification and peace. 
He still remained in the church and in

astic philosophy, His ‘teaching tend- 
ed toward = scriptural evangelism, 
rather than ecclesiastical tradition, 
and against the profanation of holy 


gences. 

The break with ecclesiastical author- 
ity came in October, 1517. 

The people were busing what they 
were led to believe would release the 
souls of their departed loved ones from 


selves from penances imposed in the 
confessional. 

When Luther sat to hear confessions 
shose purchased documents of indaly- 
ences were presented to him: he was 
horrified to find that a money pay- 
ment had come to be regarded as tak- 
ing the olare of repentance and atono- 
ment for sin. 

On October 31st, 1517, he made a 
bold and formal protest against that 
which he considered was a prostitution 
of ecclesiastical authority, a profan- 
ation of the Christian religion, and 
an ontrage upon the people who look. 
ed to the priesthood for spiritual 
guidance, 

He made public his pretest by nail- 
ing to the church door at Wittenberg 
ninety-five written Latin theses which 
gave his opinion regardin;: repentance 
and faith, and what God requires of 
the sinner who repents and turas to 
Him. Ho declared that the church

So much for the man, What shall 
we say about the spirit of the Reform. 
ation, which he under God was en- 
abled to inaugurate? 

We cannot think of that spirit fnil- 
ing of incarnation during the past 
four hundred years; for nothing that 
is sa vlearly of God can fail. 

“But we are forced to believe that 
the various branches of the visible 
church have faired to understand 


that reformer, by the very fact, that 
today, the nations who were thought 
to have profited most by that wonder: 
ful manifestation of transforming 
power to bencft mankind, are destroy- 
ing one another inthe most cruel con- 
‘flict of history. 

The spirit of the Reformation mani- 
fested itself especially in two things: 
“protest” and “subarission—protest 
against the assumed authority in tho 
realm of tho spirit b men, and sab- 
mission to the will and authority of 
the Holy Spirit in the same acalm, 

A close study of Luther, his words 
and his work, will bear testimony to 
the fact that he was the very incarn- 
ation of the idea that Christian faith 


is an inward principle of holy living” 


through consecration to a .holy God, 
unto whom each individual soul is re 
sponsible for his thoughts and actions, 
aud that with God alone is forgiveness 
of sin. 

‘The spirit of the Reformation re 
fates the doctrine of clerical sacerdot- 
alism. It seta forth Christ as the only 
mevliatorial priest, and that through 
faith in Him there ix approach to the 
throne of grace, and to God the 
Father for every penitent sinner. 

“Na man cometh to the Father hut 
ly me,” said Jesus: and again: “Who. 
Soever cometh £ will in no wise cast 
ont,”* ; 
Again the spirit of the Reformation 

against’ commercialism in the 
Church of Jesus Christ. Luther and 
other reformers had no idea of hoard. 
ing wealth, but exemplified the beau. 
tiful principle of holy living voiced by 
our Lord: “Freely ye have reevired 
freely give.” “Sufficient for the day 
is the evit thereof,” was their motto, 
they spent all ther received in trying 
to extend the kingdom of God on 
earth, uot in the display of the tang- 
ible, nor by demonstration of worldly 
Greatness and power, but by humble 
sacrificial labors for the aplift of hon- 
ests and truth. Tir attiture of these 
reformers was scriptural, berond the 
requirements of most reformed ecelesi- 
astical courts or church councils, 

“What doth the Lord require of 
thee but to do justly and to lore 
meres and ta walk humbly with thy 
Gods" 

The spirit of the Reformation is 
against church “hicrarchy.” “Who 
art thou, O man, who judgest another 
and doeth the same thing thyself 2¥ 

The church jx a body without re. 
spect of persoh, cach individual Chris. 
tian is dependent upon a “Thus saith 
the Lord." [t sweeps away the would- 
be intervening pricat, it sees through 
the rent in the veil, and beholds the 
Great High Priest in Heaven, and 
opens the individual heart for the co- 
intercession of the Spirit on earth. 

The presence of God has become “a 
pervonal expericice, instead of a dra- 
matic, mechanical, and ritualistic pre- 
tence."* - “For se are a royal 
priesthood ....... a peculiar people, 
that ve should show forth the praise 
of Hint who hath called you out of 
darkness into His marvellous light." 

The spirit of the Reformation,is a 
fighting spirit, but its warfare is spir- 
itual. its weapons are not carnal, 
neither doth the safety and defence of 
its faith rest in the power of any 
earthly kingdom. No man, be he pope 
or king, can be rightly called “de
